Of Creation’ 


When I read where Ross Lockridge, Jr., au- | 
thor of the current literary success, ‘‘Raintree 
Country,” had taken his own life even as the 
golden reward poured in, I thought of one of Edgar Arlington Robin- 
son's poems—“Richard Cory.” 


“Whenever Richard Cory went down town, 
We people on the pavement looked at him. ... 


“He was rich—yes, richer than a king, 
And admirably schooled in every grace: 
In fme, we thought that he was everything 
To make us wish that we were in his place. 


“So, on we worked, and waited for the light, 
And went without the meat, and cursed the bread; 
And Richard Cory, one calm Summer night, 
Went home and put a bullet through his head.” 


Riches Ross Lockridge has won rewards, one of them a fortune 

of $125,000, and his work was selling at a rate to make 

him another fortune. There were contracts for another. He did 
not put a bullet through his head. 

But, one Spring evening he drove his car into the garage and 


monoxide, until it was all over. He was tired and worn out, body 


and soul and mind, from writing a book. 


It is a curious, and somewhat ironic 
fact, that the most dangerous sort of 
weariness and exhaustion is the kind which comes from worry, from 
strain and from creative work, especially that on a book which re- 
quires research. Books are written with sweat and strain and not, 
as the foolish believe, by inspirational dashes or sprints. Someone 
called it the agony of creation. 

It is also a fact that minds which are best able to rationalize 
the facts of life with their own existence,-who are sensitive and 
aware of the jarring conflicts, are least able to endure strain. 


Ross Lockridge, the stories say, spent seven grind- 
ing years preparing, and writing, his book. Then 
came fame, and the world began to beat in upon him. The critics 
were not kind. Some of the clergy railed at him. 

So, apparently, he said, even as riches poured in, that if that 
was the price he was better out of it. This was not true, but to his 


I recall having lunch in Atlanta one day 
with W. J. Cash, of Charlotte, who had just 
had published a really fine study of the South, called “The Mind of 
the South.” It still is a source book. He had spent five or six 
years in patient research. 


He, too, was tired and wretched, though the critics all were kind. 
He was off to Mexico City, there to rest and have fun. And it was 
there that, by his own contrivance, he went stumbling into eternity. 

And there was Clarence Cason, who fired a bullet into his 
brain, even as Richard Cory, on the day his book, “Ninety Degrees 
in the Shade,” was published and hailed as a best-seller, as indeed 
it was. .

The Senate Finance Committee has rec- 
ommended a reduction of $4,700,000,000 in 
income taxes. The House of Representa- 
tives already has passed a bill providing 
for cuts estimated at $6,500,000,000. 


It is probable that the final compro- 
mise cut will be nearer the Senate figure 
than that sought by the House. Indeed, 
there is a possibility the reduction may 
come to about $4,000,000,000, which is con- 
siderably less than recommended by the 
Senate Committee. 


Whatever the amount decided upon, 


however, it should be borne in mind that 


Government revenue will not necessarily 
suffer to the same extent. Back in the 
1920’s, which also were times of great 
prosperity, the Government actually made 
a neat profit every times taxes were re- 
duced. This was because a cut in taxes 
stimulated business and industrial activ- 
ity, bringing in more money to the treas- 
ury despite the lower rates. 

In taxation, as in any other fiscal activ- 
ity, the law of diminishing returns is an 
important rule to remember. It is entire- 
ly possible, even probable, that our pres- 
ent tax rates have reached that point, and 
beyond.

WASHINGTON—The test of Gen. MacArthur’s strength as a Republican presidential candidate will 
come in the preferential primary to be held in Wisconsin next month. 

Because of his recent dramatic announcement from Tokyo of his willingness to accept the nomina- 
tion, if it is tendered him, the Wisconsin primary now assumes major political importance. 

A full slate of MacArthur delegates has been entered in the primary. Pitted against him will be 


other slates supporting Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
of New York, and Harold Stassen, of Minnesota. 


The outcome of the contest will determine 
whether the MacArthur boom is to die aborn- 
ing, or whether it is to go on to command

If Gen. MacArthur is to get anywhere with 
his candidacy, he must first prove himself in 
Wisconsin, which claims him as a distinguished 
son. Actually he was born in Arkansas, where

If he fails to make a convincing showing in 
the Badger State he will be relegated to the po- 
sition of an also ran. But if he does make a clean 
sweep of the delegates over Gov. Dewey and Mr.

After the Wisconsin primary, which comes on 
April 6, the General will have another oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate his strength. His name has 
also been entered in the Nebraska primary, fol- 
lowing a week later.

For there was a Cotton Exposition in Atlanta in 1881. 

J. B. Osborn, the reliable, comes up with the details. 


“I came to Atlanta to live in 1878,” writes Mr. 
Osborn. ‘The Constitution building then was 
on Broad Street. 

“In 1878 the North Georgia Fair was held on Fair Grounds 
where the present Exposition Cotton Mills are located. The Fair 
people brought a horse here that trotted a mile in what was then 
the record. Now they trot the mile much faster. 

“In 1881 was held the great and first Cotton Exposition on the 
‘old Fair Grounds.’ This was known as the H. I. Kimball Exposi- 
tion, as it was fathered and promoted by Mr. Kimball. It ran for 
three months, October, November and December, and was the first 
Exposition to put Atlanta on the map. 

“It was after the 1881 Exposition had ended that there was 
formed the Exposifion Cotton Mill Company, which took over the 
buildings and launched what has been known ever since as the 


Exposition Cotton Mills. Hence the name. 
“Mr. Denning is correct as to the 1887 Cot- 


Another in 1887 ton Exposition, promoted by and known as | 
the ‘Henry Grady Exposition.’ It was then that the name of old 
Calhoun Street was changed to Piedmont Avenue. Also that was 
the occasion when President Grover Cleveland visited Atlanta and 
made a speech at what is now ‘Five Points,’ standing on a plat- | 
form built for the event. | 
“But the really big Exposition, the ‘Cotton States and Inter- 
national Exposition,’ was held in 1895 and ran for two or three | 
months. I think President McKinley and his cabinet attended that 
exposition. There were exhibitors from all over the United States 
and some from foreign countries. Hence the ‘international’ name. 
Both the 1887 and the 1895 Expositions were at Piedmont Park.” 


Mr. Dennington’s error seems to have arisen 
from the fact there were three big exposi- 
tions here instead of two. While, obviously, all three date prior 
to my own first familiarity with Atlanta, it had been my own | 
rather careless assumption there were but two such historic events. | 

Well, now Mr. Osborn had put the record straight and let’s try, | 
in future, so to keep it. 

And I hope the reporter who wrote that story about the old 
Constitution building is now exonerated of any inaccuracy or un- 
verified statements.

In a sermon on “The Adequate Gospel” Bishop Arthur J. Moore 
asserts that the sinister forces arrayed against Christianity today 
evoke the inquiry whether the church is able to save the world or 


whether it must salvage the wreckage when bad men have finished 
their evil-doing. His answer is that if the leadership of the church 
recover the spirit of certainty written across every page of the New 
Testament, triumph is assured. We are not to be discouraged be- 
cause we do not see all things subdued to the divine will. We do 
see Jesus. That is sufficient. His power to nurture, to redeem, to 
transform men and nations is ageless and boundless. 


With unlimited faith in Thee, Savior, we come confident that 
all power is Thine in heaven and in earth. Illume our darkness 
with the consciousness that Thou through us are able to establish 


the reign of God in every realm of life. 


I am most appreciative. However, I should like 


to clarify my position on one point, and that is 
the all-important question of What To Do About | 


Russia. 
I do not advocate “pointing the bomb” at 


Russia. Neither does the Citizens Committee for 
United Nations Reform, of which I am Chairman. 
We do advocate, however, action now to revise 
the United Nations before Russia becomes too 


powerful and acquires atomic bombs of her own. 
We are convinced that a program of immediate 
revision of the UN, with or without Russia, is the 
only way to avoid the Third World War. Our 
reasons are these: 

If the U. S. Government sponsors three simple 
revisions of the Uniteti Nations to make it effec- 
tive in preventing aggression and armament for 
aggression, these revisions will be wholeheartedly 
supported by all the other member-states of the 
United Nations with the possible exception of 
Russia and her satellites. If Russia, despite 
every effort, refuses to go along with the majority 
of nations in eliminating the veto in matters of 
aggression, in limiting armament, in controlling 
atomic energy, in establishing worldwide inspec- 
tion, and in setting up a real world police force, 
then the other four-fifths of the world will go 
ahead without Russia. 

But this does not mean war with Russia! “It 
is the only way to assure peace with Russia. For 
then, with a revised, powerful _Unitéd Nations, 
Russia would find herself all dressed up with no 
place to go. She would have the choice of joining 
in the revised United Nations or of remaining 
isolated in a hostile world. Russia would no longer 
be able to pick off the countries of Europe one by 
one, as Hitler did. Any aggression against a mem- 
ber of the revised United Nations would mean 
certain defeat for Russia and the consequent elimi- 
nation of her leaders in the Politburo. 

We do not have to threaten Russia with Beer 
A 
we have to do is go ahead with the vast majority 
of peace-loving nations and make the UN strong 
enough to protect all of us against any aggression. 
Sooner or later Russia will be forced to realize, 


' without atomic compulsion, that it is in her best 
| interest to join the revised UN and thereby as- 


sure lasting peace for herself and the world. 
Today Communist Russia can defy the rest of 
the world only because the rest of the world is 
divided. But once the world is united under a 
revised United Nations, there will be room in 
this world only for a peaceful Russia.

The story now jumps out to the woman who 
lives on a farm in Iowa. She read excerpts of 
his carried in this column and sat down 
and wrote a most interesting letter. She unques- 
tionably speaks for millions of people, men and 
women. 


“The heading of our column today, ‘Peo- 
ple Not Politicians Must Make the UN Suc- 
ceed,’ will undoubtedly impress itself on a 
great many minds of your readers just as it 
impressed me, but it will be forgotten in a 
few days or weeks in the press of everyday 
living,” she wrote. 


Digressing a bit, she then goes’on: 

“I know very few families in the Middle 
West who fail to take a daily newspaper. The 
newspapers plus two or three radio newscasts a 
day keep them pretty well informed on what is 
going on in the world. We also have a pretty good 
idea of the character and personalities of the 
people running our country and the world in 
general. 


“However,” she says, “I believe some of our 
politicians still live in the world of the past, as 
if,” she adds, “there were no radios, few news- 
papers, and an uninformed public to be swayed 
by a fiery speech and baby kissing, but that is 
another story. 

“To get back to the UN,” she continues, “T 
do not think the newspapers or radio give the 


: 


UN good coverage. The people do not know what 
goes on from day to day. If there is a good fight 


concerning Russia, Palestine, etc., the publicity 


goes to the sensationalism, not the everyday rou- 
tine. 

“Why couldn’t the UN be covered by news- 
men and reported on in an interesting and en- 
lightening way? Surely no part of an organiza- 
tion for maintaining peace is uninteresting. The 
discussions, the fine personalities and otherwise, 
the gerat issues surely can be presented for daily 
reading. Each day must hold any number of 
great stories. 

“Most of us sit back and think ‘we can’t do 
anything about it. We have to leave the Gov- 
ernment to the politicians, but we can vote oc- 
casionally to show our feelings. If the UN is an 
organization of the people, give it to the people 
in a daily diet. What the people would do with 
it might be a pleasant surprise, that is, if all the 
gilt, traditionalism, and great powers surround- 
ing the UN could be broken through. 

“T am not taking issue with you. It just seems 
to me this thought is a seed that could really 
grow if it were put into the hands of the right 
person who might know where to plant it. 


“T am one of those ‘what can I do?’ little 
people, a farmer’s wife with a seven-year-old 
son. Having a son calls for a little future 
planning. Plenty of other women are waiting 
for a chance to do something, but very few 
of us have any idea what to do.” 


This feeling of helplessness and futility is 
widespread and also the vague fear of war, 
judging from the mail and other signs. It should 
say something to our leaders, world and national, 
and to our newspaper publishers and editors. 

Gentlemen—the witness is yours.

“The Daily Worker, official organ of the 
party, received $57,000,” says this report to 
Congress. “The New Masses, Communist pub- 
lication whose ownership was vested in the Amer- 
ican Fund for Public Service, got $64,500. The 
Vanguard Press was established by the fund with 
a donation of $139,000. A series of propaganda 
books on Russia, edited by Jerome Davis, was 
one of the first large publishing projects of the 
Vanguard Press. The Federated Press (described 
by the report as°‘a Communist news service’) 
got $76,000. The Russian Reconstruction Farms 
received $34,000. The International Labor De- 
fense was the fund’s beneficiary in the sum of 
at least $54,000." The International Labor De- 
fense is described as a “front.” 

On Page 771, Gannett, of the Herald-Tribune, 
is named as one who signed a “Golden Book of 
American Friendship with the Soviet Union.” The 
Dies Committee called this “book” a pro-Soviet 
propaganda enterprise. The inscription above the 
signatures reads, “I hereby inscribe my name in 
greeting to the people of the Soviet Union on 
the twentieth anniversary of the founding of the 
Soviet Republic.” 

The so-called but miscalled Soviet Republic 


was founded through the most horrible massacres | 


in modern history down to that time. Its pur- 
pose was to put down the struggling revolutionary 
Republican government of Alexander Kerensky, 


the leader of the real Russian revolution against |

Naval Officer's Widow To Pay 
65 Percent of Tax, None for War’ 


YELLOW SPRING, Ohio, 
March 14—A whitehaired widow 
of a career naval officer Sunday 
challenged the Government’s right 
to tax her for military expenses. 


Mrs. Caroline Urie figured that 
34.6 percent of her 1947 tax due 
Monday—was earmarked for war. 

So, she explained, she wrote a 
letter to President Truman and the 
Internal Revenue Department ad- 


vising she would pay only 65.4 of 
the tax. 

“If they want to send me to jail 
because I won’t pay the other 34.6 
percent, that’s all right with me,” 
she said. “I’m perfectly willing 
to go to jail. I'll never pay any 
more money for war.” 

Mrs. Urie, “a Quaker, a Pacifist 
and a social worker,” worked with 
Jane Adaams at Chicago’s famed 
Hull House and was director of 
the School for Immigrant Chil- 
dren for five years. She wrote 
Mr. Truman and Internal Revenue 
officidis: 

“As a Christian, I must hence- 
forth refuse to contribute in any 
way to maintaining the institution 
of war.”

Tells About 
Food Habits

Do you eat three regular meals 
a day? What do you eat for 
breakfast? D: you drink milk 
or buttermilk? On which foods 
would yo: like to know the 
calorie score? What do you eat 
between meals? - 

The answers to those ques- 
tions tell the whole story about 
your weight. They are the ones 
asked in a famous weight clinic. 
My dietitian friends tell me that 
it’s. very hird to convince an 
overweight vhat she overeats, so 
they use those tactics and find 
out about fooc habits. 

The reports vary litle. None 
of them eats enough breakfast 
to spesk of .. . perhaps dough- 
nuts or sweet rolls and coffee 
oe nothing else. Fhey do not 
drink milk it’s too fattening. 
And they never indulge in 
three :t.eals a day Usually they 
eat only one “decent” meal a 
day ...dinner. Most of them 
have snacks between meals. And 
they want to know the calories 
on an oddly assorted list of 
foods .. . largely fattening ones. 

After looking over the an- 
swers, the dietitian then asks 
her would-beslimmer patient to 
keep a diet diary for three days. 
The instructions are to eat what 
ever is desired, but jot it down— 
everything, the in-between-meal 
snacks and all. . 

Some of the reports are quite 
humocous. One woman wrote 
that she never ate breakfast, ex- 


cept three slices of whole wheat . 


toast ard coffee . and in pa- 
rentheses (I eat whole wheat 
bread because it has no calo- 
ries). No calories? Just 75 per 
slice, not counting butter. 

Another, whose diet diary 
seemed strangel; scanty in com- 
parisor to her weight, reluctant- 
ly admitted that she actually 
didn’t eat much at meals; but ate 
quite a few odds ad ends when 
she clearec off the table! (She 
put away a meal after dinner.) 

Anvther stressede that she al- 
ways bought thinly sliced bread, 
because it halved the calories 
and she could eat twice as many 
slices! “With butter?” queried 
the dietitian. “W-e--l-l, yes, with 
butter ” But butter contains two 
and a fourth times as many cal- 
ories as bread, no matter how 
you siice it. 

On the calorie score ... one 
woman asked the number in a 
half pound box of chocolates. 
It’s one thousand, four hundred 
and forty calories! 

The overweights are always 
amazed to learn the calorie score 
and to find thai they can get 
their weigh* under control by 
eating three meals a day.
